Members of the Associaton of Chi- 
nese Americans contacted the Tien 
family and spoke with them in 
Cantonese. American Citizens for 
Justice representatives notified the 
FEBI and the US Department of Jus- 
tice; a Preliminary FEFBI investigtion 
into_ the incident is under way. 
Asian Americans living near the 
town began mobilizing to _attend 
the couUrt proceedings， 


On January 9，AsSian American 
leaders from different parts of the 
state met with Kiet Tien, his family 
and local officials to ascertain facts 
and to try to assist with the Situa- 
tion.

Mayor Lou Gentry， 
and city manager，Ron Lee，who is 
of Chinese descent, both stated that 
this was an isolated incident, rather 
than a reflection of possible racial 
tensions in the area. Even the Eaton 
Country prosecutor handling the 
case against the four men indicated 
that he would not try to bring out 
the racial circumstances SUrrOund- 
ing the crime.

Pacific Affairs, said the involvement

Senator Edwared Kennedy (D- 
Massachusetts) lsSsued a statement 
last week asking Congress to begin a 


full ， investigation by federal 
authoritieS. 
Senator Alan Cranston (了 D- 


California) had considered the 
option of calling for a Congressional 
legislative investigation， bnut 
withheld that_ request because in- 
vestigation by the executive branch 
has been making progress, according 
to his legislative aide Harold Gross. 


Gross Said that Cranston had 
been “meeting Privately ”with 
representatives from Taiwan's 
coordinating council in Washington，

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Through- 
out their lives, married couples face 
challenges which test their 
relationship in many ways. But when 
Asian Americans marry outside of 
their race Or interculturally，e.g.， 
Japanese to Chinese， _ unique 
problems may arise to Stress the 
marriage. 

Then，when these couples have 
children，who have no choice in the 
matter of their ancestry, the family 
must address the question of cultural 
identity over which the offspring may 
Ponder. 

Both of these aspects are 
becoming increasingly Significant in 
the Asian American community 
today.， 工 hough they are not new 
Phenomena，the people in these 
Situations Seem more willing to come 
forward and speak openly abouttheir 
difficulties and seek Support，And 
networks, Support groups, andfamily 
counselors are gearing towards 
helping them resolve their conflicts. 
MOSI MARRY CAUCASIANS 

According to a recent Study by 
Dr Harry Kitano，Pprofessor of 
Sociology at UCLA, it is estimated 
that of the 60 to 70 percent of the 
Japanese in Los Angeles County 
who marry non-Japanese today， 
the majority marry Caucasians. This 
trend is Somewhat similar for the 
Chinese and Korean populations as 
well，and ironic conslidering the 
antimiscegnation lawSs which had 
PrIohibited 。” marriageSs between 
Caucasians and Asians in California 
until they were repealed in 1948. 

Ryo JImamura is a licensed 
marriage and family therapist at the 
EastrWest Counseling Center in 
OaRland- Be alsousenmvesEas 
executive director of this _ unique 
organization, which tries to integrate 
Eastern and Western thought 
and methods in its counseling 
approach. 

Imamura will hold an Asian- 
Caucasian couples series beginning 
February 3 until March 24. These 
Sessions will enable couples to 
explore their own relationships and | 
learn more about others Situations in 
a Supportive environment. 

“Last fall as part of a pllot 
Project，we had four couples meet 
weekly.， They discovered that，in 
addition to challenges to their man- 
womanrelationship，others Surfaced 
Which they felt were peculiar to a 
biracial relationship,， explained 
Imamura，who decided to hold the 
Series again when the couples found 
the sessions very helpful. 

The therapist admitted that 
certain differences among the Asian 
groups affected the view of marriage. 


Some of these differences occur 
between the different ethnic groups， 
immigrants vs American-born, and 
generational ones Such as between 
Second-generation Japanese Amer- 
icans (Nisei) and third-generation 
Japanese Americans (Sansei). 
CONEFEUCIAN ETHICS 

But the Asian groups are based 
on a Confucian ethics society and 
have a lot of similarities in the way 
they view marriage as a“practical 
way of living” in contrast to a 
Caucasian notion of love and 
IOmance: 

For example，a_ common Asian 
motivation may be for security, not 
So much for romance，TIherefore， 
Asians may endure an unloving 
relationship 这 there are enough 
Practical benefits，the counseling 
group Surmised. 

“Also，divorce is seen as em- 
barrassing and some couples may be 
VerIy concerned on how they appear 
to the community,”noted Imamnura. 
“TIheir attitude may be affected by 
how involved they were in 
Japantown versus ar environment 
where there were few other Japanese 
Americans or Asians. So, depending 
on how much they feel the social 
Pressure, they may just find it more 
practical to stay together.” 

FAMILY 

Another major obstacle be- 
setting the couples is their individual 
view of family relationships and res- 
ponsibilities. Frequent contact with 
relatives, the norm in Asian families， 
may be overwhelming to the 
Caucasian Spouse.、 The issue of 
caring for aging parents can present 
added ED 人 ci and 
misunderstanding. 

The biracial couples may avoid 
family and ethnic gatherings because 
the Caucasian Spouse may feel 
consplicuous, feeling like the“token 
white.”The Asian spouse can feel 
the Same way at all-white events. 
Consequently， the _eouples can 
develop a sense of isolation. 

However，Imamura noted that 
interracial dating has played havoc 
in family relationships, especially in 
Japanese American ones.， Many 
Japanese American families have at 
least one or two children who will 
have an interracial relationship. 
Conservative-elements are 
concerned about the demise of the 
Japanese American culture and are 
Skeptical if not hostile toward their 
children and peers who date others of 
a different race. 


POLITICS 
An article ia 有 asl 于 7d 
magazine， “The Politics of JInter- 


racial Dating,”expressed an anti- 
interrracial relationship stance by an 
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Asian American college _ student. 
The author noted,“Because of the 
way Asian women have been 
portrayed in the media... white men 
See AsSian women as being “exotic， 
existing as objects to satisfy their 
needs.， Asian brothers know this 
because some of us have heard 
these things in places where women 
don't go (e.g. the locker room). The 
reason .SO many of us get sharply 
perturbed when we see an Asian

”Even if it is possible for an 
individual Asian and individual 
white torhave a good relationship in 
today s Society ...Iwould still advo- 
cate intraAsian . .. relationships be- 
cause this seems to be a practical 
WaSOOSTeSLSLUIS RN GOTRCe 
assimilation,” the article continued. 

Imamnura said he is not Surprised 
by this kind of attitude. Actually, he 
has found that the number of out- 
marrying men 1s beginning to even 
out that of their female counter- 
parts.“A lot more Asian American 
men are marrying Caucasian women 
and, in fact, arebeingsoughtbythese 
women,， he opined. 

ASIAN MEN IDEAL 

“In the age of the Yuppie 
(young urban professional) with the 
emphasis on making money and 
having a stable life，Asian men are 
Seen as an ideal 一 he's not a rebel; 
won't rock the corporate boat and 
will bring home the paycheck. He 
has been ralsed with Strong family 
values So he'll probably be least 
likely to fool around with other 
women and will be home to mowthe 
lawn,”said Imamura. 

However, the counselor is an ad- 
vocate of intermarriage because he 
believes it is “healthy” and will 
VEDtUaLLVSTedUCeEDaGiFaL 
discrimination.

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China Books Celebrates 25 Years of 
Selling Books and a Foreign Lifestyle

SAN FRANCISCO -“It was the 
high point of my career,”” Said 
Henry Noyes of the Speech he gave 
at a banquet at the Great Hall of 
the people in Beljing last December 
to celebrate the 3Sth anniversary of 
China International Book Trading 
Corporation, the government agen- 
cy through which all written mat- 
erial from China to hundreds of 
countries has flowed since 1949. 
Noyes,，74, ls the founder of China 
Books and Periodicals, which is cel- 
ebrating its Own 2Sth anniversary 
this year . 

Although semil-retired， Noyes 
still .works closely with his son 
Chris，who is president，and other 
Noyes family members in the day- 
to-day operation of the SF-based 
company that has been the main 
distributor of China's publications 
in the Us for a quarter of a century. 
Indeed，even after normalization， 
China Books continues to distrib- 
ute 93 percent of all publications 
coming from China. 

HUMBLE ROOTS 

When Henry Noyes held the:at- 
tention of over $00 banquet guests， 
many of whom were distributors 
from all over the world，he felt a 
long way from the nights during his 
11.years of sales trips around 'the 
US when he would hang around 
truck= stops hoping to ease his 
loneliness through conversation 
with a waitress OF truck driver， 


Although China Books employs 30 
people at its SF home base and 
Seven at its bookstores and distribu- 
tion centers in Chicago and New 
YoOrK，Noyes still feels close to the 
humble roots of his company， 
which took off from his dining 
room table in Chicago in 1960. 

In those days he took temporary 
jobs as a manual laborer Or free- 


.lance editor to Support his family 


and finance his Sales trips for China 
Books. He would buy a $99-USA 
Greyhound bus ticket or take his 
beat up station wagon in a great cir- 
cle around the country, to cities like 
New York，Atlanta，San Antonio， 
San Diego，Seattle，and Chicago， 
hawking magazines and books 
which showcased Marxist doctrine 
in a country whose most popular 
slogan was “Better dead than red.2” 

In the West he slept in state 
parks，and in the East，he stayed 
with friends .when he could，or 
found lodgings at cheap motels. 
What makes Noyes ”trips different 
from otherssales trips is that he 
was not only selliig a product，but 
he was selling a people，almost a 
billion of them who were eclipsed 
by cold-war epithets like “Red 


China”and “the bamboo curtain.?” 
A GREAT FRIEND 

A few days before his Speech at 

the Great Hall， Noyes was feted at 

a banqtet in his honor at Beijing?s 

Beihai Park where he was Served

alluded to the adversity that many 
distributors of China?s_ foreign- 


language .materials experience. 


“Our difficulties and hardships 
unite Us here today,”he said.“We 
have all been obliged to _ deal with 


police agents, attacks on OUT Stores， 


with threats of burning and assas- 
Sination by reactionaries who hate 
China and its socialist achieve- 
ments.” 

Henry Noyes, however，was able 
to overcome barriers to SucceSs 
With two strong personal character- 
istics; missionary zeal and great 
tenacity. Born in Southern China at 
the Fa Ying Mission School in 
Guangzhou，which was founded by 
his missionary great-grandfather in 
1866，Noyes vividly remembers his 
childhood years within the mission 
compound. When his parents，also 
missionaries，went out，he and his 
brother would hop the mission wall 
and play with rag-clad Chinese chijl- 
dren in alleys and canals. Some- 
times he would cross the river ona 
sanpan with the Chinese kids and 
they would see beggars along the 
waterfront .with syphilis and 
elephantiasis . 

LEFT LEANINGS 

After he returned to the US5in 
1919， Noyes gradually became 
aware of an attitude among many 
who had lived in China as the UP- 
perclass; they were nostalgic for the 
poverty of old China 一 the rick- 
Shaws，the beggars，the rchins 
一 and this attitude would not admit 
the right of the Chinese to pull 
themselves up in “New China.” It 
was during these years that he 
developed “left leanings.” As an 
adolescent in the Midwest， he 
delivered the _ Dai rorker，and 
read it aloud to people who could- 
n't read. He remembers leafletting 
for the peace movement during the 
McCarthy era，even after being 
chased off street corners by the 
police. 

As a young man，Henry Noyes 
took a position as head of the creat- 
ive writing department at the Uni- 
verSity of Missouri in _ St. Louis， 
after earning a PhD in English lit- 
erature _ from London University. 
However，he gave Up the position 
after .struggling against insidious 
anti-Semijtic attitudes among his co- 
workers. For the next 10 years he 
worked as a machinist and became 
and expert tool and die maker. He 
also was elected shop steward by 
co-wWorkers more compatible than 
those in academia. “As a shop 
steward you learn various nego- 
tiating techniques and also LI find I 
have a _ deep communication with 
ordinary working people，which is 
always strengthening to me,”Ssaid 
Noyes. 

During these years he wrote a 
book, 严 cnrad Over Fist abonut life in 
the near Northside of Chicago, and 
he was interviewed by Studs Terkel. 
“Every worker has a story of po- 
tential accomplishment,” said 
Noyes，“'but restrictions like Pover- 
ty and nationality and Trace hold 
them back.2”

When Noyes began his _ three- 
month sales trips，friends warned 
him against going to the South 
where he might“find his head roll- 
ing in the street.”The only time he 
did get in trouble had nothing to do 
with his Chinese wares; he was 
chased by the KKK at 100 mph 
because of his_ California license 
Plate. 

If being from_ California was a 
deficit，being from San Francisco 
was the hook he used to get poten- 
tial customers” attention.

newsdealers heard “Henry Noyes 
from San Francisco is here,” re- 
called Noyes, “their eyes would 
light up with memories of good 
times they Or Someone they knew 
had in San Francisco.” Noyes 
would then show his China 
materials and make a sale abonut 
half of the time, although he had to 
guarantee returns.

Home Market Looks Good for 1985 
But Investors still Need Judgment 


By DONALD DONG 

In considering the merits _ and 
cautions of investing in real estate， 
we have in previous lsSues pointed 
to contemporaneous trends as well 
as potential changes that would in- 
fluence the real estate market.

Propriate at the outset of a_ new 
year, and as the Reagan administra- 
tion has just held its inauguration 
for a second term, that we join in 
the ritual of looking at the year 
ahead and try to define the patterns 
in the market of 1985.

There is little disagreement that 
the Owner-occupied， residential 
market will experience a good year 
in 198$.

It is anticipated that Own- 
er-Ooccupied financing within the 
Secondary money market 1limita- 
tions will remain at 12 to 13 percent 
for 30-year fixed rate loans. 

While other economic factors，as 
the federal budget deficit，the un- 
favorable trade balance，the trou- 
bied bank loans to foreign nations， 
the country's grOwing dependence 
on foreigiainvestments，etc.，may 
exert varying degrees of influence 


On real estate sOlely cs Inyvest111e1zls， 
they are not nearly as important to 
the consumer buying ahome to live 
in and enjoy. What remains a fact 
of life for the owner-occupied 
housing market is that it responds 


”primarily to interest rates above 


everything else; and now that these 
Tates are at their 1owest level Since 
1980, many more buyers will quali- 
fy for home loans. 

The“flat tax”Pproposals，which 
will influence _ investment in real 
estate，should leave the Owner-oc- 
cupant _ consumer relatively un- 
scathed，Pparticularly where home 
mortgage interests remains tax 
deductible. 

Beyond essentially economic 
considerations, the Owner-occupied 
housing market has always been 
Supported by a variety of personal 
goals and needs. Though laws have 
been changed to protect the tenants 
giving them more security and Pro- 
tection,， most people still perceive 3 
world of difference between life as 
atenant versus that as the Owner of 
the American dream.

In estimating acceptable housing 
Prices，we need only take a Simpjlis- 
tic look at one statistic: the ratio of 
the cost of an average house to the 
average family annual income.

For the person hoping to invest 
in Single family housing in 198$, the 
key would be thoughtful and care- 
ful research and evaluation. Unlike 
the market of 10 years ago0，when 
inflation cured nearly all buyer 
milstakes, the current level of infla- 
tion (which is but appreciation) 
leaves little room for investor erTOT. 
Investor-buyers Should look to only 
good locations，unjless they have 
considerable experience and exper- 
tise. 

Before making an investment;，a 
good investor Should project at 
what Price a given property must be 
sold inzrprder to make a profit; C7a 
determine whether or not that pro- 
jected _ future Sales Price is rea- 
Sonable given the particular PTrOPp- 
erty，the nelighborhood，and the 
time requirement. For the average
